Increasing, Department of In­ 
terior States.

Washington, July 5— Coal mines 
are being worked to the full capacity, 
in an endeavor to ward off another 
serious 
coal shortage, the depart­ 
ment of the interior announced today. 
Figures of the department showed 
that coal production, including both 
bituminous and anthracite was con­ 
stantly climbing. 
Bituminous production during the 
week ending June 28, it was stated, 
totaled 9,147,000 tons, the highest 
weekly figure recorded this year since 
the last week in January, but a de­ 
crease of nearly 3,000,000 tons from 
bituminous 
production 
during the 
same period in 1918.

liar I * ij al, for years one of the 
moat Influential of lh<i agitators who 
have sought to foment revolution in 
India with the object of severing tli<* 
great Indian empire from British rule, 
who founded the powerful Indian rev­ 
olutionary party on the Pacific coast, 
and was publisher and editor of the 
paper known as Glmdr (Revolution) 
and subsequently in Berlin was the 
official guest <»f the German govern­ 
ment and was put in charge of the 
German-inspired plans for an Indian 
Insurrection, has undergone a change 
of heart. 
In his own words he now be­ 
lieves “that the consolidation of the 
British empire in the East is neces­ 
sary in the best interests of the peo­ 
ple 
of 
India, 
Burma. 
Egypt 
and 
Mesopotamia.’’ 


In the opinion of many Englishmen 
the conversion of Har Dayai is one of 
the important events of the last fe w 
months, as affecting the peace of the 
British empire. 
He was not only prob­ 
ably the brainiest man in the Indian 
revolutionary party, but also the most 
idghly cultured, 
lie is an honor grad­ 
uate of Punjab university, and a post­ 
graduate of Oxford, where he won ft 
scholarship. 
It was while there that 
he became a revolutionist, his s< nti- 
nients becoming so radical that he sur­ 
rendered the last installment of his 
Oxford emoluments. 


That was 12 years ago. 
After leav­ 
ing Oxford he came to the I nited 
States ami toured the Pacific coast, and 
subsequently British Columbia. 
While 
on the Pacific coast he organized the 
Indian revolutionary party, with head­ 
quarters in Sim Francisco, and in 191‘5 
he began at San Francisco the publi­ 
cation of Ghadr. 
In their written ar­ 
ticles and s p e e c h e s Tlnr Dayal and his 
followers advocated armed revolt in 
India. 
Long before the war started in 
1914 rumors were current that he ami 
his followers had a secret understand 
lug with Germany. 
In 1914 the German government, re­ 
alizing the possibilities there were in 
Har Dayal's movement, invited 1dm t< 
Berlin, and for the twelve months tha 


followed he was in charge of the Ber­ 
lin-hatched Indian plots. 
From Ber­ 
lin he went to Constantinople as the 
representative 
of 
the 
Berlln-India 
committee. 
His particular mission to 
Constantinople 
was 
to precipitate a 
“holy 
war” 
of 
the 
Mohammedans 
against Great Britain, and by any oth­ 
er possible means to stir up discon­ 
tent, 
mutiny 
and 
trouble 
generally 
among the Britlsh-India troops then 
operating in Palestine and other parts 
of the near East. 


Why He Changed. 
Har Daynl’s present change of front, 
so to speak, is mainly due, it Is said, 
to the first-hand views he had of Ger 
man methods, particularly In T urkey, 
Palestine 
and 
other 
near 
Eastern 
lands. 
The Germans became cogni- 
I zant of his change In attitude and he 
was practically interned in Germany 
until October last, when he was per­ 
mitted to go to Stockholm. 
He Is still 
there. 
In Stockholm he wrote over his 
own signature two articles which have 
appeared in recent issues of the New 
Statesman of London. 
In these he 
tells why his attitude changed from 
that of one of Great Britain’s bitterest 
enemies to a supporter of British con­ 
trol in India and other Eastern coun­ 
tries under the British flag. 


“I propose,” says Har Dayal in the 
New Statesman, “to offer some sug­ 
gestions and reflections with regard to 
the future of the British empire in 
Asia, from the standpoint of a patriot- 
ic Indian, who has been, during many 
years, a convinced and consistent op­ 
ponent of British imperialism, but who 
has been led to modify his view’s on 
account of the tremendous events of 
tho groat world war. No thinking man 
can bo the same after this war as h< 
was before it. 
“I now believe that tho consolidation 
of the British empire in the East is 
necessary in the best interests of tho 
people of India, Burma, Egypt and 
Mesopotamia. 
These countries con­ 
t a i n more than one-flfth of the popu­ 
lation of the whole world. 
Tho prog­ 
ress and welfare of these ancient and 
gifted peoples must be an object of so­ 
licitude for all lovers of 
humanity. 
Our attitude toward tho British em­ 
pire as a political ,institution, there­ 
fore, involves moral principles of the 
highest order. 
If the empire is based 
on mere tyranny, exploitation, race 
hatred, brute force and fraud, and if 
it cannot be mended in uny way, why 
then we must end it and say: 
‘Down 
with 
this 
abomination 
of . abomina­ 
tions.’ 
I myself maintained this atti­ 
tude for ti long time. 
If, on the con­ 
trary, it can lie shown that the empire 
has grown up through historical neces­ 
sity, and that it does serve n useful 
purpose in the social evolution of the 
human race, we may decide to accept 
it 
us 
a 
fundamentally 
sound 
and 
beneficent institution, which should be 
improved and developed rather chan 
undermined and destroyed.” 
V/ants No Fore Change of Masters. 
I ’m hi airing tip now of tho British

I F " Dayal asson* 


would lead “only to change or masters 
for the peoples of India and Egypt.” 
These nations, he says, 
in such 
an 
event, would be unable to def nd them­ 
selves against other sturdy European 
nations that may harbor ambitious de­ 
signs of world empire. 
They will be too weak,” Har Dayal 
adds, “even to !.< p out the Asiatic 
barbarian* who have overrun and de­ 
vastated their fertile plains so often 
in the past. 
Atid the causes of tilts 
weakness are manifold. 
These nations 
arc* patriotic in the г own way. htit 
their patriotism is РРгет а г т -and pas­ 
sive. 
They are not capable of sacri­ 
ficing much for freedom; if they were 
keenly patriotic they could not have 
been conquered by England. Their an­ 
cient history is indeed noble and inter­ 
esting, but It is rather m o ld y with ago 
and la'Fs tho in ’drfng power of re­ 
cent achievement. 
The* c l im a te of In­ 
dia and Egypt is enervating and dis­ 
poses men’s minds to re p o s e and con 
t« mplation rather than to sustained ac­ 
tivity. 
t 
“History seems to prove that warm 
countries produce superior intelligence 
while cold regions breed strong 
a n d 


c o u r a g e o u s races. However that may 
be, it is certain that the Indians and 
Egyptians 
cannot 
prevail In 
battle 
against the Germans, the Russians, the 


K u r d s , the Afghans and the Japanese, 
even if they are determined to tight 
for their countries with the courage 
of 
desperation. 
. 
. 
. 
Thus 
it 
,ч 
foolish for Southern races to imagine 
that they can, in the long run. hold 
their own against the Northerners If 
It comes to a trial o f strength between 
them.” 
B e r lin -B s g d a d Awakening. 
Of his German experiences, 
which 
led to his change of view regarding 
British control In India, liar Dayal 
whites; 
"«Those reflections suggested them­ 
selves to me with greater force than 
ever before as I watched from Berlin 
the course of events In tho m ar East 
In the winter of 1 9 1 5 -1 0 . 
Serbia w a s 
crushed and occupied about that time, 
and the famous Ttalkansug* began to 
run between Berlin an I Constantino­ 
ple. 
Huge placards, with the words 
‘Hamburg-Bagdad’ could be seen In tin 
windows of the newspaper offices in 
Berlin, 
All this set mo thinking. 
“The Germans were supposed to b* 
the allies of the Turks against the oth­ 
er European powers, 
but 
now 
the 
Turks found that they had got tail; 


m a s te r s instead of friends. 
German> 
poured men and material into 'I urkey. 
‘Bagdad’ was the goal of German am 
bitlon. 
All harriers that had stood be­ 
tween Teutonic imperialism and the 
mueh-oovcted treasures of old Asia had 
disappeared. 
A German empire in 
Asia was well-nigh within tin* range of 
practical politics. 
That spectre llight­ 
ened all thinking Orientals, who had 
hitherto looked upon Germany as their 
champion against British Imperialism. 
The cry ‘Berlin-Bagdad’ was ominous 
in our cars. 
Turkey had really been 
conquered without a blow. 
The fool­ 
ish Turks had themselves opened the 
doors to their masters. 


"It was the story of the man, the 
horse, and the stag over again. 
I be­ 
gan to think of our beloved India and 
her northwestern frontier. 
The Ger­ 
mans intrigued with the Afghans and 
other wild tribes in Persia and Turk­ 
estan. 
The menace of a Germnn-Turk- 
Eh-Pathan invasion could no longer 
he overlooked. 
And in that moment T 
saw clearly that India would simply 
1 ,» overwhelmed by her old enemies 
and by new ones if the German adven­ 
turers obtained 
a foothold 
east 
of 
Suez. 
Whatever may happen, no son 
of India will ever consent that foreign 
soldiers should be allowed to enter In­ 
dia again from the northwest, whet ti­ 
er they come as friends or foes. 
“Imperialism is always an evil, but 
Brlitsh and French imperialism In its 
worst forms is a thousand times pref­ 
erable to German or Japanese imperi­ 
alism. The English and the French are 
at least gentlemen in personal Inter­ 
course, and 
they have free institu­ 
tions at home which exercise a liber­ 
alizing influence on their colonial pol­ 
icy in spite of themselves. The mean­ 
est English or French jingo cannot 
abolish the Magna Chartn or blot out 
the words, ‘Liberte, Egalite, Fratern- 
ite.’ 
But the Germans have no tradi­ 
tion of freedom. 
The Detestable Prussian. 
“The Prussian rules over all the 
Germans, and the Prussian Is perhaps 
the most detestable biped on earth. 
Tie Is selfish, avaricious, heartless, ar­ 
rogant, unscrupulous and servile. 
A 
slave and a bully, he is cruel to the 
weak and obsequious to the strong. 
He understands only the law’ of force, 
and worships power and rank. 
He Is 
an upstart, and has all the vices of the 
parvenu. 
He suffers from Incurable 
megalomania, to which political klepto­ 
mania and other serious disorders have 
been added during 
the 
last 
thirty 
years. 
“He may be a patriot, a poet, or a 
pedant, but he is never a gentleman. 
He 
wishes 
to exploit 
everyone 
he 
meets, and his word cannot be trusted. 
All who know him despise and hate 
him. 
There is a good reason for this 
universal verdict against him. 
We 
(thouid rejoice with exceeding joy that 
he has been humbled and thrown down 
from his high pedestal. 
I have lived 
in Prussia for two years during the 
war, and know what 
1 
am 
talking 
about.” 
Tho deferse of India, adds 
liar 
Dayal, is a very grave problem. 
He 
admits, after reflection, that it is bet* 
tei that an Indian army, commanded 
Ът British officers, should guard tie 
Indian frontiers, “than that the Af­ 
ghans. Kurds and the Germtms should 
pour into t (h* country after having de* 
P at» d a ‘national army’ led by cow­ 
ards and weaklings.” 
The Protecting British Fleet. 
“India,” 
he observes, “cannot af­ 
ford the perilous luxury of an Indian 
bourgeolse corps of officers. 
This is 
rn> deliberate opinion on 
this 
vital 
question. And as the world is infested 
wMth imperialists of every nationality, 
it is the part of wisdom for us not 
to tempt fate, but to stay under the

7,< ns of the British empire must be 
granted equal political rights In course 
of time. Secondly, England must not 
Inflict economic injustice on the other 
nations. The empire is rich enough for 
all, and we need not exploit one anoth­ 
er. Thirdly, all British subjects must 
love and revere England as their spir­ 
itual mother and Greece as their spir­ 
itual grandmother. 
Thus the ‘British 
empire’ of today will be converted into 
the ‘Brltish-Oriental-Africnn common­ 
wealth’ of the future. 
And that is our 
goal and ideal.”

T E X T —And w hen th ey had platted a 
crow n of thorn s, th ey put it upon his 
hi ad.—M att. 27:29. 
No chronicler, left to his own w is­ 
dom, would have w ritten this story of 
the cross as it is 
w ritten here. 
In ­ 
stead 
of 
a 
few 
verses, we should 
have found a vol­ 
ume, and all the 
descriptive 
pow­ 
ers at the w riter’s 
command 
would 
have been 
sum ­ 
moned to sot forth 
this greatest and 
m ost 
important 
fac t 
in 
all 
his­ 
tory. 
T he 
Spirit 
of 
God is the n a rra ­ 
to r 
of 
these 
events 
and 
he 
has; w ritten down ju st what he de­ 
signed should become a part of Holy 
Scripture— nothing more and nothing 
le s s —so 
that, 
w herever this 
story 
should be told, these things that tra n s­ 
pired at the cross should be told in 
connection w ith it. 
And the first 
thing w ritten here is 
Ha' epitome 
of all 
th a t follows: 
A 
crown of thorns upon that holy head! 
L ast King of D av id ’s line to be crown­ 
ed in Jerusalem , yet no royal diadem 
adorns his b row ; the time for the dia­ 
dems has not yet come and the thorns 
are the price he m ust pay for these. 
In a holy symbolism we are to listen 
to the story our God so Joys to tell, 
and which he ta k e s every occasion to 
toll, though m en are so slow to hear. 
W e turn back to the opening chapters 
of the Bible an d there, in Genesis 3, 
we learn w hat the symbolism is. T here 
we hear God pronouncing a curse up­ 
on creation because of sin, and this is 
what he say s: “Cursed is the ground 
for thy s a k e ; in sorrow shalt thou eat 
of it all the days of thy life; thorns 
also and thistles shall it bring forth 
unto Ibee . . . In the sw*eaf of thy 
face shalt thou e a t bread, till thou re ­ 
turn unto the ground . . . for dust 
thou a rt and unto dust shalt thou re ­ 
turn." 
This curse abides upon all cre­ 
ation still and it Is w ritten th a t “the 
whole creation grouneth and travail­ 
ed! in pain togeth er until now.” 
A fam ous m usician 
has declared 
th at all the sounds of nature are in 
the minor key and th a t all the anim als 
Ro express them selves. 
W e speak of 
the “sig h in g ’ of the wind and tile 
“moaning" of th e sea. 
Ah, it is na­ 
tu r e s sad cry because of w hat sin has 
wrought in God’s fair creation. 
But see! th a t w hich symbolizes the 


curse is woven Into a crown Tor our 
lovely Lord to tell us what he lins be­ 
come on o ur behalf, “for it is w ritten, 
cursed is everyone th a t hangeth on a 
tree," ami thus on that Cross of awful 
sham e lie answ ered to all the curse of 
sin for us. 
D raining to its bittor dregs the cup 
of Divine w rath against sin. lie has 
turned it into a cup of eternal bless­ 
ing and his loving hand presses it to 
our lips. 
Drink, oh soul, and live! 
Yea, “Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us.” W hile upon creation the 
curse still abides, and the physical 
being of the Christian, being still a 
part of this groaning creation, bears 
the tokens of the curse, his -•(•til [<* 
forever delivered. 
And this deliver­ 
ance guarantees the deliverance of the 
very body itself, so th a t “the suffer­ 
ings of this present time" occasioned 
by the curse, "are not worthy to lie 
compared with the glory that shall he 
revealed in us,” “because the creature 
shall be delivered from the bondage 
of corruption," and “this body of our 
hum iliation" shall be changed into the 
likeness of C hrist’s body of glory. 
But observe how fully he has, in his 
own blessed person, met the curse of 
sin. 
“In sorrow shalt thou cat.” 
But 
he is “tile Man of Sorrows,” saying as 
he goes to tile cross for us, “Now is my 
soul exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
d e a th .’ 
Out 
of 
his 
awful 
sorrow* 
comes our joy. 
Made a curse for us 
"th a t the blessing of A braham might 
come on” us! 
B ut ag ain: “In the sw eat of thy 
face sh alt thou eat. b read!" 
And of 
him who bore tile curse for us it is 
w ritte n th a t “Ills sw*cat was as it 
w ere great drops of blood falling from 
him.” 
“D ust thou art, and unto dust shalt 
thou retu rn,” And Christ became th a t 
for us, and then, in that body thus 
prepared went into the dust of death, 
“m ade sin” in that aw ful place “th at 
we m ight be m ade the righteousness of 
God in him.” 
Oh, w h at a Savior! 
A thousand 
sham es on the soul th a t feels no en­ 
thusiasm over the very mention of his 
nam e! 
T he last word in the Old T estam ent 
is “curse,” hut the last word in th e 
New* T estam ent is “grace,” and this 
grace is pronounced upon all who be­ 
lieve in the nam e of our Lord Jasu s 
Christ. 
Yet a little while and he who w as 
m ade a curse for us shall come out of 
those heavens into which he has gone 
and then shall the very creation itself 
be delivered from the curse th a t is 
upon it now, so that the earth, which 
never lins done so, “shall yield her in­ 
c rease” ami become a very garden of 
the Lord.
